HOSPITAL TAG DAY WILL 
NOT BE OBSERVED THIS YEAR 


Hospital Saturday and Sunday Asso- 
ciation to Get Money From 
Community Fund. 

Hospital tag day, which for 30 
years has been the Saturday after 
Thanksgiving, will not be observed 
this year, and the Sunday collections 
for the same object, which have an- 
nually followed the tag day, will 
not be taken. Instead, the Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday Association} 
will ask its contributors-to give to 
the Community Fund, and will 
share in the receipts of the fund. 
The quota which the association 
expects to receive this year is 
$60,000, which is $1000 more than 
its largest net receipts in any year 
hitherto. The quota is to be in- 
creased by $3000 a year until ‘'t 
reaches $75,000. 

The change in system was voted at 
a meeting of the hospital organiza- 
tion, held at the Noonday Club yes- 
terday. A. L. Shapleigh, president, 
explained the new plan. Originally, 
the hospital tag day plan was in it- 
self a sort of community fund, as it 
superseded the solicitations formerly 
made in behalf of the different hos- 
pitals.

The writer who, with a bottleg- 
ger named “Terry,” declared he had 
been approached by such an auto 
dealer who believed the newspaper 
man to be a bootlegger.

“The secret is this,” the article 


rquoted the dealer ag saying. “If you 


buy a car from me, I will supply’a 
negro chauffeur who will drive you 
through in style for $10 and his ex- 
penses. Most of the northern rum 
runners @vho try to take booze 
through from Florida make the mis- 
take of driving their cars them- 
selves. They are a hard lot, they 
wear caps and sweaters, they don’t 
shave, some chew tobacco, they talk 
with their ‘r’s spread all through 
their conversation. A Southern 
Chief of Police can spot them as far 
as he can see them. If you take 
one of my sedans and one of my 
chauffeurs, and simply loll back all 
dressed up in the back seat, and let 
my chau‘ffeuz do your lying for you, 
I positively guarantee that you will 
get by. To make assurance doubly 
sure, take a pretty girl along to loll 
with you in the back seat. In fact, 
for a trifling extra charge, I wil) 
furnish the pretty girl.”

Eighteen years of his life were 
spent beneath tents in Libya, Syria, 
Egypt and Asia Minor. He hunted 
tigers and panthers.

NEW YORK, Jtly 11.—The Ger- 
mans are finally going to get wnat 
they have been trying for the last 
three years.

The best ‘thought in Germary al- 
ways has been for putting up the 
whole reparation problem to Ameri- 
ca, in any way that America wishes.

There 
have been proposed by the Legislatures of the 48 
States and by Congress in the past 16 years, on the 
above averages, 1,001,502 new laws, a great ma- 
jority of them seeking to regulate the life and busi- 
ness of the people. During this period 132,000 new 
laws have actually been put on the statute books. 
To work our enormous and complicated system of! 
Federal ‘government and enforce the laws on the 
Federal statute books we have over 700,000 civilian 
Government employes, while we have, all told, more 
than 2,000,000 paid officials in our national and 
local governments. 
Do we pay for all this meddling by this horde of 
tax-eaters? We do. It costs us $8,500,000,000 
per annum, or more than 15 per cent of the total 
income of the American people. ' 
Unless we are a nation of morons, we do not need 
all these laws and we would be better off with- 
out this bureaucratic horde, especially the newly 
created army of law enforcers whose business it is 
to Volsteadize the country. There is a minority 
afflicted with what might be called a magisterial 
meddlesome complex, who were born to set the 
world to rights, and to whom interference with 
other people's affairs is the breath of life. The 
more laws, the better they like it.

THE WAY TO LOWER BUILDING COSTS. 

In line with a plea recently madé by the Post- 
Dispatch for stabilization of the building industry, 
Albert P. Greensfelder, a contractor appointed by 
Secretary Hoover to a Federal committee to study 
seasonal activities in the building industry with 
& view to reducing costs, states his belief that the 
solution of high building costs lies in the spreading 
of the building season throughout the year. With 
modern equipment and methods this is practicable 
in St. Louis. The reason why labor requires such 
high wages, says Mr. Greensfelder, is that provision 
must be made for the many idle days between jobs, 
or between seasons. 

This is one of the largest elements in the sta- 
bilization of the industry. Sufficient organization 
between contractors and building companies might 
establish a continuous volume of building opera- 
tions that would render the job of the building la- 
borer as certain as that of the office or factory em- 
ploye. Such organization is ultimately almost in- 
evitable because the other way—that of seasonal 
and spasmodic operation—is making building al- 
most prohibitive.
